Burned to Ground as" Result 


of Defective Wiring. 


Superior, Wis., March 28.—Fire .com 


pletely destroyed the State Normal 
school here Firiday night, causing a 
loss of over $300,000. Defective wir 
ing is given as the cause. 
It was impossible to save any .'o' 
the contents, as the flames, fanned bj 
i strong wind, which was blowing pfl 
Lake Superior, enveloped the entire 
ouilding, producing a veritable holo 
iaust. 
The fire was discovered at 11 o'clock 
'ind by 1 o'clock 
this 
morning the 
.mge building, 
the 
largest normal 
school in point of size in the state, 
was a complete ruin with only rem 
nants of the walls 
and 
partitions 
standing. 
The fire was reported, by the night 
watchman and upon the-arrival of the 
•ire department it was recognized that 
;he force was unable to cope with the 
situation.

'politics and has opened the^way for a 
square fight against the Social 'Demo-1 
crats, which should promise their over- 
whelming defeat. A careful study of 
the returns shows -that-the-vote was- 
large. This was chiefly due tp Rose. 
But the Socialists took second money, 
and polled more votes than most df 
the men who aire now nominated 
against .them. 
The votes split, so 
very evenly as to be surprising, even 
in some of the wards. The vote on 
mayor was: 
Seidel, 21.182; Bading, 
.20,144; Rose, 17,684; 
Otjen, 
2,926. 


I Under our new non-partisan law this 
makes Bading and Seidel, as the high 
men, 
the candidates to be voted for 
on April 7. The Socialists cast only 
about one-third of the total vote and 
none of the wiseacres think they can 
raise their vote by 10,000 at the elec- 
tion. But the thing that is enforced 
upon public attention is that the So- 
cialist party is the only one that the 
past ten or fifteen years of nonde- 
j script politics in Wisconsin has ben- 
lefited.

Surveyors spent a year- 
at work, and then reported that there 
was twenty feet of fall to an outlet 
seventy miles south of the lower end 
of the lake at Fort .Lauderdale, near 
Miami, and then the work of dredging 
was commenced.

In last week's "Billboard." a theatri- 
cal and circus paper, there appeared 
a picture of Sally Marks, who for 
many years has been a famous bare- 
back rider. Many of the old resi- 
dents of Janesville will remember lit- 
tle Sally Marks, as she was known in 
Janesville while the Marks 
family 
made their home here for something 
like three years. 
The family con- 
sisted of Mr. and Mrs. Hiram Marks, 
Minnie, Willie and Sally, the three 
children, all being riders, and Minnie, 
the oldest of the trio, in the middle 
seventies was knov.-n as the best lady 
rider of her time. 
It was at the ring barn on the old 
Burr Robbins farm where Sally Marks 
received her first education as a bare-
